RESPONSE TO 350cc SURVEY 


ONE FOR: 123 AGAINST! 


When Cycle News asked its readers 
to submit their opinions, pro or con, on 
the upcoming 350cc engine displacement 
limit for Class C professional AMA dirt 
track racing — they responded! Our 
“Opinion Poll #1” (Oct. 12 issue) has 
snowed us under with replies from all 
over the country. And, at presstime, the 
tally of votes shows an astounding 
amount of opposition to the measure. 
There have been a total of 124 responses 
— one for, 123 against! _ 

The one vote in favor of the 250 rule 
came from Chico, Califomia. *Bring 
more manufacturers into view, stop Har- 
ley domination, also 500cc parts hard to 
get and 350cc already just as fast," 
Stated the writer. 

A sampling of the majority (against 
350 rule) opinions included the addition- 
al comments: 


“The 350 limit rule will doom the AMA, 
Other sanctioning bodies will spring up 
to sanction the 750's and 500's." — 
Kingsport, Tenn. 

“I go to Ascot regularly and Sacramento 
yearly. If the AMA goes to 350’s PI 
write off flattracking completely. Why 
not go to 750's? Harley could always 
shrink the XLCH engine or put overbeads 
on the KR's." — Huntington Beach, Cal. 
“For some events and at some locations, 
it might work, But not all over.” — Baton 
Rouge, La. 

“I’m not exactly enthused about riding 
and maintaining an exotic 350cc two- 
stroke.” — Renton, Wash. 

“This will cause a big loss in riders, 
ا‎ and promoters.” — Baltimore, 


“Makes for better racing the way it is 
now. A 25-year race fan from Ed Kretz 
to Gary Nixon.” — Merced, Cal. 

“We go to hear the big bikes run. The 
AMA might slowly start a 350 class and 
see how popular it it," —Redlands,Cal. 
“If J.C. and the AMA think I’m going to 
pay $2.50 every Friday to hear ring- 
dings, they’re wrong."—Los Angeles, Cal. 
“I am an avid Class C fan. In trying to 
read and keep up with the reasons of the 
AMA for doing this I have not been shown 
valid reasons for such. Ugh."-Concord,Cal., 
*What's in it for anyone to adopt this 
rule?” — Los Angeles, Calif, 

“Would favor two-strokes and expensive 
machinery and eliminate many good rid- 
ers with little money, Would not help 
heavy touring at all (development-wise)," 
— Los Angeles, Calif, 

“I would like to see a 500 limit includ- 
ing H.D.* — Phoenix, Ariz. 

*'The class should be increased to 650cc 
for all bikes in the class, regardless of 








make or type.” — Holbrook, Ariz. - 

“The proponents for this change and the 
reasons for it have not been presented, 
I don’t understand why we should change 
when no one seems to be for it.” — 
Louisiana, Mo. 

“Anyone with any intelligence can see 
that the forthcoming ruling will kill pro- 
fessional racing." — Modesto, Cal. 
“Either let Triumph, BSA, etc. run 45 
cu. in, or make Harley-Davidson run 
30.50 cu. in." — San Martin, Cal. 

“I probably won’t go to see any 350cc 
races.” — La Puente, Cal. 

“As a rider, I would like to see a 750cc 
limit and no sidevalve stipulation.” — 
Chatsworth, Cal. 

“If they changed I will join any other 
association which allows use of my 
thousands of dollars wortli of 750cc 
equipment," — Hayward, Cal. 

“I think it should be left to the individu- 
al rider, and to the spectator.”—Norwalk, 
“This was proposed in the interest of 
safety, but there are going to be a lot of 
riders hurt before they learn how to ride 
and ‘sort out’ new 350’s.”—San Francis- 
co, Cal. 

"This wild 350-only idea has to be 
stomped out thís year for sure. The rid- 
ers are violent on this.”—Madison, Wisc. 
“It is an extremely bad idea. As a Class 
C license holder since 1956 and a race 
promoter since 1964, I believe I know 
what the ticket-buying and race support- 
ing public want — and that’s 500-plus 
engines racing. The public pays to see 
the Experts and Amateurs on the big 
bikes, not a Novice 250 class. If the 
250 class is brought in — it will crush 
racing!" — Indianapolis, Ind. 

*Should extend instead to 750cc to give 
greater impetus to the Japanese to build 
bigger two-strokes.” — Whittier, Cal. 

“I like it the way it is.” — Downey, Cal. 
“What is to be done with millions in- 
vested in all 500-750? They cannot be 
put into road use.” — Flushing, N.Y. 
“The spectators want to see a very fast, 
thrilling performance. The 350 machines 
do not put onas good a show as a 500 or 
750 will.” — Torrance, Cal. 

“I am not a rider professionally yet, but 
maybe in a couple of years. I would hate 
to spend a lot of money to compete in 
only 350 limit,” — Lemoore, Cal. 

“I enjoy big motor racing as the 4-cycle 
engines are nicer to hear than buzzing 
2-strokes.” — San Bernardino, Cal. 

“I feel that smaller displacements will 
turn flattracking into a contest of ma- 
chines instead of rider ability.” — Los 
Angeles, Cal. 

“You may count this ballotas four votes, 
as the other members of my family are

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strongly opposed! Could this be the be- 
ginning of the end?” — Long Beach, Cal. 
“In view of the many factors, let us say 
bluntly that it is absurd.”—Albuquerque, 
N.M. 

“It could be an added expense to most 
competition riders since most have their 
own equipment.” — Springfield, Ore. 
“The 350’s are not nearly as fun to 
watch or listen to as the 500’s. Specta- 
tor attendance would probably drop.” — 
San Francisco, Cal, 

“The big bikes over 350cc are a real 
part of Class C racing and should not be 
eliminated!" — Riverside, Cal. 

“How can this limit appeal to the ordi- 
nary fans for whom AMA has recommend- 
ed running big motors first on rain- 
threatened race days?—Fort Dodge, la. 
“We would rather see the mle changed 
so 750 OHV could run flattrack," — Wa- 
bash, Ind. 

"The little bikes are fine for the Nov- 
ices but for pure hair and excitement the 
ring-dings can never match the big bores. 
If the limit were changed to 350 the Na- 
tional Calendar would become nothing but 
a race for two-strokes and not represent- 
ative of the total motorcycle industry at 
all.". — Los Angeles, Cal. 

“Fans pay to see the speed and skill 
displayed by Experts on large displace- 
ment bikes.” — Los Angeles, Cal. 

“It is sickening to push away the beau- 
tiful Triumphs, BSA’s, Nortons, H-D’s, 
etc. to race the two-strokes. Please try 
to stop this the best way you can,” — 
Woodland Hills, Cal, 

“I have been a sponsor and a promoter 
for seven years. I have promoted Class 
C half-mile, scrambles, sportsman road 
racing and drags. At all times at every 
event the big motor class was most in 
demand by the fans. The AMA must 
realize that the fans pay for the event, 
not riders or the AMA, I feel from per- 
sonal experience that they should raise 
the limit to 650cc and 883cc." — Austin, 
Texas. 

“Rule appears oriented to the benefit 
only of manufacturers and dealers, not 
riders or spectators. Besides, a 350 
would bé faster than a 500 and lighter 
too. Unless tracks were improved, 350's 
would be less safe, inasmuch as new 
handling problems would have to be 
ironed out to approach present level or 
sophistication.” — Garden Grove, Cal. 

“1 do not believe the 350 rule is a good 
idea because there are only three manu- 
facturers with motorcycles in the 350cc 
category that would be competitive. 
These three are, of course, two-strokes, 
and of Japanese manufacture, I judge my 
opinion by what has happened in the 
250cc class, By having such a rule, 
those who have a couple of thousand 
dollars invested in their present 500cc 
and 750cc racers, of which there are 
many, will be without a place to race 
and stand a chance of ever selling them. 
Of course there are always the ACA, 
AAMRR and AFM, which will honor the 
500's, so maybe the competition riders 
would join these somewhat disorganized 
organizations or perhaps start a new one 
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350cc limit would rule out the spectacular power slides and “4estroke sound” of the 500's say

and forget the AMA, I am not prejudiced 
as I am a dealer for both British and 
Japanese motorcycles..As I see it, let 
the 350's and 500's run together as they 
are doing at present, The 350's will be 
as fast if not faster by next year any- 
way.” — El Cajon, Cal. 

“In regards to the 350cc limit for Class 
C racing, I cannot see this rule can pos- 
sibly benefit anyone connected with rac- 
ing. It appears to me that it is just an- 
other case of the AMA saying ‘We will 
do what we want to do and you just keep 
sending in your money.’ I can see no 
reason to change the present limit and 
think that the professional racers should 
very definitely have the final say-so as 
to what limit they want, After all, they 
do all the work. So here is one vote 
against it — who knows, next year they 
may want to limit all of our desert events 
to trailbikes!" — Lancaster, Cal. 

“I feel certain that a rule restricting the 
engine size to 350cc for Class C racing 
surely would not be stimulating to pro- 
fessional racing. To begin with, I can't 
see any reason for the thinking in this 
direction. If anything I think that it 
Should be considered to go in the other 
direction and increase engine size as 
all manufacturers are doing to satisfy 
public demand, I realize that a 350 will 
run as fast as a 500.on top end but it 
doesn't have the torque power that big 
engines have for pulling out of a corner, 
It would get:to be a race for 100-pound 
riders. A light rider and machine would 
have a tremendous advantage over the 
average 150-lb. rider, much more so 
than he has today in the 500cc class. I 
feel that a great many riders who didn't 
weigh between 100 and 125 lbs. would 
lose interest in racing. Professional rac- 
ing for public attraction has to have an 
element of danger connected to it also. 
To cut the engine size would be leaning 
more towards the class of motor-scooter 
racing in the public's eye, and would 
take something away from the glamor of 
the sport, For a rather extreme example, 
it would be like racing Volkswagensat 
Indianapolis, which I’m sure would be a 
very competitive race for the drivers, but 
as far as the public is concerned, who 
would care? I think that a vote should be 
taken on a National basis from all the 
riders who ride the 500cc and 750cc ma- 
chines to see how they feel about the 
question, After all, they are the ones 
who lay it on the line every time the 
starting flag is dropped. I also think 
some qualified mechanics should be 
asked how a 350cc machine would pull 
out of the corner on a mile dirt track in 
high gear without using the gearbox to 
shift to a lower gear as is done in a 
road race, I could go on to mention more 
things that I feel are disadvantages 
from cutting the size of the engine, but 
to sum it all up I feel it would be a mis- 
take to reduce engine size and would 
hurt the sport of racing tremendously 
from the standpoint of public appeal. My 
opinions are based on 15 years of pro- 
fessional racing, now history." — Los 
Angeles, Cal.

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Mighty Mel Lacher, in close contention for the Ascot season point lead, wheeled his Harley- 


Davidson to wins in heat race, Dash and Main. 

It took Mel Lacher 24 weeks of guts 
and desire but he finally made it, H-D’s 
number one half-miler in the West 
finally scored the clean sweep over the 
BSA horde at Ascot Friday night. Lach- 
er, who has either been the point leader 
or a close second all season, stayed 
within reach of current leader Dan 
Haaby by leading the final from start 
to finish. 

Sammy Tanner challenged early and 


led by inches across the line at the end 
of the fourth lap but Lacher took over a 


few feet later. Haaby caught Tanner and 


moved into second on the 11th round and 
closed to within passing distance with 


less than two laps to go but Lacher 
pulled out all the stops on the final 


round to win the Main for the third time 
this year and the first time since last 


Aug. 4th. 

Lacher made it three straight in the 
Trophy Dash division, beating Tanner, 
Haaby and Seabourne, in that order. He 
is now just one win away from tieing the 
four-straight record set earlier by Chuck 
Jones. Mighty Mel also won his heat 
race for the fifth straight week and 
clocked the fastest five of the evening. 

Tanner appeared to tire badly in the 
late laps of the final and dropped all the

Phil now 
has four straight heat races and four 
straight Main Events for an eight overall 
streak, Haaby holds the Amateur win 
streak record of sixteen in a row, set 
back in ’64, 

The Novices once more put on a 
polished show with Rick Durkee getting 
back in the running with another heat 
race and Main Event win after watching 
with mechanical troubles from two weeks 


ago. 

Japanese road race ace, Fumio Ito, 
broke into the win column for the first 
time on dirt as he won his heat race 
with ease and was one of the early lap 
leaders in the final before dropping back 
to finish 8th. 

Road racer Art Baumann spilled in 
the Amateur heat race all by himself 
and was carried off the track. It was 
discovered at the hospital that there 
were no broken bones but Art has a 
badly skinned foot that will take a few 
weeks to heal.

The State Champion- 
ship races for all three classes will run 
on the final night; November 10.

As I said before 
this guy is just about great. Other riders 
who showed a lot of class and good 
riding were Dick Sears on a Triumph, 
Mike Sponseller (BSA) and Jay Matricci- 
ani also aboard a Beezer. Jay hadsome 
bad luck and took a spill which put him 
out of contention. Mike dropped out with 
engine trouble and Sears finished in 
sixth place. 

All in all it was a great day of racing 
and I found out that they have some 
really fine scrambles riders back here, 
Oh, by the way, the North won the

Gary Conrad, riding a 360 
Greeves, took the Sweepstakes 
win of the 25th annual Turkey 
Run on October 22 over a large 
total entry of 420 desert riders. 
Bob Belt, also on a Greeves, took 
the 250cc win, and Dave Ekins 
built up a big lead to take the 
Win in the 100cc class on a Zun- 
dapp. 

The race was held in the Red 
Rock Canyon area of Southern 
California and it was a “wild 
turkey” run with two forty-five 


mile loops in rough territory. 
There were steep, rocky uphill 
trails, fast fire roads going up to 
7,500 feet attitude, and a sandy, 
two hundred-yard long downhill 
that we just couldn’t believe! It 
dropped nearly straight down 
about 3,000 feet, getting you out 
of the cold mountain air quick.

The first man to roar down 
the hill. was Gary Conrad, and 
forty seconds behind him was 
Dick Dean, claiming second spot.

CYCLE PROFILES

Although somewhat of a newcomer to 
the world of spinning wheels and cycle 
tracks Terry E. Hughes, 25, of Red 
Bluff California has won 40 trophies, 
most of them first place awards, out of 
50 races in the last three years. 





Terry Hughes 


Hughes, an ambitious young man with 
a wife, Charlotte, and a new daughter, 
Michelle, one month old, began racing at 
the age of 22. 

Sponsored by Johnnie Ross Motor- 
cycles of Red Bluff, Hughes rides a 
Honda S-9C. Before that he owned a 
Honda 160. The only innovations made to 
convert his S-90 to a racing b ke were to 
install a bigger cam and pistons. Ross 
keeps the cycle in shape by putting on 
necessary equipment and doing the re- 
pair work, 

Hughes won his first trophy in Yuba 
City at the Yuba-Sutter Fairgrounds, 
where he took third. From then on there 
was no holding him back. He went on to 
enter 49 more races and now boasts 40 
trophies. Motorcycle race buffs says 
Hughes shows indications he will become 
2 leading figure in Northern California 
racing circles. 

A member of the Red Bluff Motorcycle 
Club and the American Motorcycle Asso- 
ciation, Hughes and other club members 
race in events as far south as Sacra- 
mento. He also has competed in Reno, 
Nevada and, in a recent race there, 
captured two first place prizes, His 
most recent win was last month in An- 
derson, Calif. where he took a second. 

Hughes is an employee of the Diamond 
National Corp., Red Bluff’s major in- 
dustry. Before moving to Red Bluffinhis 
junior year of high school he resided in 
Reseda, Cal. 


Until 1965, Hughes had no interest in 
motorcycle racing, and, in fact, never 
had been on a cycle. He credits a friend 
for cultivating his interest in the sport. 
The friend, an avid fan of motorcycling, 
talked Hughes into going ‘‘out for a 
ride." He did, and has been, in his 
words, **hooked ever since.'" 

The Red Bluff racing buff has suffered 
one accident in his three years of com- 
petition, The injury, a broken foot, 
Hughes blames on himself because of 
carelessness. Not many riders, he said, 
are hurt in the sport, and his accident 
taught him that the game is serious and 
leaves no room for carelessness, 

Hughes, who was díscharged from the 
Army in 1964 after serving at Ft. Lewis, 
Wash., said he has no racing interests 
other than motorcycling. 

He said he is somewhat depressed be- 
cause the racing season this year is 
about over. Most of the races are held on 
summer evenings. However, he has every 
intention of entering a few winter after- 
noon events slated. 

Hughes commented he would be lying if 
he said he didn’t dream of someday 
entering the Nationals, However, until 
the time comes when his dream can 
come true, he follows the races closely. 
Although he said he has no particular 
‘idol’? in the racing world, he was 
happy to see Gary Nixon win the Grand 
National Road Races this year in Carls- 
bad, Calif.

The 250cc Main was won by Drwrenski 
(of Casper, Wyoming) but the battle for 
the second place spot between Jim Kle- 
mencic on a Sprint and Dick Hart riding 
a Bultaco was the crowd pleaser, After a 
six-lap bar-mashing contest Klemencic 
from Great Falls was able to get by 
Hart, also a local boy, to nail down the 
second place gold. 

The 100cc Main was a go from start 


to finish, With the exception of a couple 
of high school students, the tiddler riders 
were from the junior high go-fast set.

If President Johnson would like to 
improve America’s Latin American re- 
lationships, he should buy up the Oak- 
land Raider contract of Ben (The Tree) 
Davidson, 

Davidson gets around like Lemuel 
Gulliver and especially south of the 
border, where the jolly 6-8, 280-pound 
end looms as large as Swift’s hero 
among the Lilliputians. 

Ben's size, plus his fierce red up- 
turned mustache, makes him perhaps 
the most feared in pro football but, off 
the field, he outdoes the Jolly Green 
Giant when it comes to making friends. 


LATIN RAPPORT 

Ben has an abiding interest in other 
people — particularly Mexicans. ‘‘The 
pace of living in Mexico appeals to me," 
said Davidson. ‘‘Things are more sensi- 
ble down there; people worry about their 
bellies, not about keeping up with the 
Joneses, 

‘When I was 16,’’ continued Davidson, 
who grew up in the Mexican section of 
Los Angeles, ‘‘my brother and I bought 
a tandem bike and rode all the way to 
Mexicali and back during our Christmas 
vacation. l've been back a dozen times 
since.” 

He enjoys traveling as much as play- 
ing football — and the latter certainly 
provided considerable of the former. 
Each year when he went East to join an- 
other National Football League & Club, 
Ben could take a different route. He has 
visited every state in the union as well 
as Canada. 

Probably no one else brings home so 
much of the country with him. Ben not 
only takes color pictures wherever he 
goes but he also uses a tape recorder in 
which he describes on the spot his im- 
pressions of the land. 

An outgoing fellow given to practical 
jokes, Davidson particularly enjoys rid- 
ing buses through Mexico, After listen- 
ing to the women gossip about his size 
in Spanish, Ben suddenly starts agreeing 
with them in their tongue. 

“I had to speak Spanish to get along 
in East Los Angeles,” he explained. 
“I also took Spanish at the University of 
Washington (where he took part in the 
Huskies’ Rose Bowl victories of 1960- 
61).” 

Eager to get closer to the land and 
people of Mexico, Davidson rode his 
motorcycle on a 30-day, 3400-mile odys- 
sey down to LaPaz, at the tip of Lower 
California. From there, he crossed the 
gulf and returned via the mainland of 
Mexico. (*Pve had this thing about 
Mexico since I was 15, and I can't get 
it out of my mind.’’) 

Not even the Peace Corps travels 
more economically, for Ben spent only 





$1 on lodging, 

‘There are no motels,” said Ben. 
“Rather, lodging is in the homes of the 
farmers. And this was the main reason 
for my trip. I wanted to get to know 
them better. Also I was afraid they’ll 
build a big highway through there some 
day, and I wanted to see the country 
before it happened.’’ 

He carried K rations, sleeping bag, а 
spare gallon of gas, a can of oil, plus a 
22 automatic and a box of shells. The 
weapon was for mountain lions that might 
come prowling around him when he was 
roughing it. 

Wasn't it hard to make contact with 
the isolated settlers, this writer asked, 

*Oh, no," replied Ben, **they could 
always hear me coming. And, since so 
much of the country is hilly, they often 
could see me. I had to let my beard 
grow for protection against the wind and 
the sun. And I was pretty smelly, too. 
All this impressed the Mexicans. They 
also were fascinated by my motorcycle. 
They'd never seen anything like it. In 
the little towns, everybody came out to 
admire it, They'd ask if they could ride 
it. They'd also ask me what I did, When 
I told them I was a football player, they 
didn't understand it, since I said no, it 
wasn't soccer, Finally, I just told them I 
was a 'deportista' (sportsman) and they

dug that. 

«The farms were few and miles apart.

At one point he rode two and one- 
half days before meeting a car going the 
other way. And, on this desolate stretch, 
Davidson realized he was running out of 
gas. At a small ranch, he asked the 
owner if he had any. He didn’t.

“Do you have a .227?" pressed Ben. 
**Yes, I do." 

“Well, Pll give you a box of shells 
for some gas.” 

Thereupon the rancher siphoned some 
gas out of the tank of his truck, 

**[ found so many scenic places that 1 
could only have reached by motorcycle. 
I"H never forget a spot called El Re- 
queson,’’ he said, **and I want to go back 
and explore it. It’s a little island in a 
small bay on the east coast of Baja. The 
water is warm and full of fish; the sand 
is white, and, when the tide goes out, 
there are little clams left on the mango 
trees which line the shore. Next time 
Im going to take a kayak along so that I 
can see the whole bay.” 

Davidson encountered several minia- 
ture lakes where the unpaved road had 
been washed out. *I would never have 
made it in a car," he said. ‘“But it was 
easy on the motorcycle. I'd merely cir- 
cle back over the farm iand and rocky 
hills till I caught up with the road again." 

At La Paz, Davidson looked up Arturo 
Grosso, who has written so much about 
Baja California, and he also visited 
other authorities on the land. 

“I had no change of clothing,” admit- 
ted Ben, **so I was pretty grimy and 
smelly when I reached La Paz. On the 
entire trip I managed only two showers, 
although I did bathe twice in roadside 
lakes, On the ferryboat to the mainland, 
some tourists invited me to shower in 
their stateroom, 

“Му second shower was at Santa 
Tomas, where I paid 50¢ to sleep, I al- 
ways tried to help my hosts in their 
work, Here the next morning I noticed 
the men planting palm trees. They were 
having trouble raising them, So I pitched 
in. I soon was doing the work of three 
men, And I stayed with it for eight 
hours. I kidded the landowner by telling 
him Pd get $4 an hour for this sort of 
work in the U.S, He wanted to know what 
he could do for me. I told him Pd like a 
shower. So that accounted for my second 
shower of the trip.

*At Hermasillo, I fell in with some 
other motorcyclists. One of them looked 
like Dean Martin. I told him so. ‘Who’s 
Dean Martin?’ he asked, 

*'They called me ‘Kaliman.’ I told 
them I wasn’t German, But they just 
laughed. ‘We know what you are,’ they 
kidded. Later I learned that Kaliman was 
a friendly giant who appears in Mexican 
comic strips, radio and TV, Wherever I 
would go, the kids would yell: ‘Kaliman, 
Kaliman.’ 

“With these cyclists, I even attended 
a wedding party.” 

Wherever Ben stopped on the mainland 
for gas, the attendant was entranced by 
his new motorcycle, At Caborco, a 
station helper asked to ride it. “I let 
him," said Ben. “And he came back 
with tears flowing toward his sideburns. 
ГП bet he really opened it up.” 

At Caborca, Davidson was welcomed 
into the home of a factory worker, and 
he stayed for a few days. He visited the 
cotton gin where his host worked, helped 
him with his potato chip business in the 
backyard, 

‘The fellow was short of sacks,” re- 
lated Ben. “I promised to mail him 
some, So I did send down several hun- 
dred. But they were returned to me, I 
don’t understand it, for I had copied 
down the address carefully.’’ 

To satisfy his wanderlust, Davidson 
plans to open a travel agency when his 
football career is over. Naturally, he’ll 
specialize on Mexico. 

“I want to make a lot of money,” 
admitted Ben. ‘‘Not that I’m hungry for 
it but rather it will take a lot of it to re- 
tire to Mexico, You can’t get a job there 
as an American citizen, And you have to 
show that you’re sound financially.” 

He and his wife even tried to effect 
the birth of their third child in Tijuana 
so that they could buy land in her name, 
But their timing was faulty. Only the 
native-born can own land in Mexico 
within 50 kilometers of the ocean and 
border. 

*It really doesn't matter," insists 
Ben. “We can always rent land for as 
long as we like around La Paz. I just 
can't wait to return there. I guess what 
I like best about Mexico is that there's

LEGISLATIVE NOTEBOOK

In the uproar over safety legislation 
one fact emerges..loud and clear....there 
is a connection between safety and legis- 
lation. I am not referring to the usual 
one.,..that legislation produces safety but 
rather that a real or apparent lack of 
safety produces legislation. It is fair to 
say that most of the people supporting the 
recent helmet bills, for example, were 
sincerely interested in promoting safety. 
We have previously questioned their ob- 
ligation to force safety on others and 
there is no doubt that most of them were 
poorly informed. 


Beginner’s Luck (?) 


Still, they had something going for 
them....a reasonably impressive number 
of serious motorcycle injuries. They 
cited repeatedly the youth of the vic- 
tims, and statistics, incomplete though 
they be, indicate most accidents occur in 
the first year of riding. They also indi- 
cate that a good percentage of accidents 
happen on machines not belonging to the 
lider. If safety is the goal (and cyclists 
will certainly agree with legislators that 
it is a desirable goal) the next step is to 
study what contributes to safety. While 
slapping a helmet on all riders may turn 
some fatal accidents non-fatal it won’t 
prevent, accidents in the first place. 
Crashbars and eye protection devices 
may even contribute to frequency and 
severity of injuries. Obviously, asany of 
the backers of helmet legislation could 
tell you, the best way to eliminate acci- 
dent injuries is to eliminate the accident. 

It would seem that accident reduction 
Should start from three things: competent 
riders, reliable equipment, and reduction 
of external hazards. Sounds simple but it 
covers a lot of territory. 

Every rider has to learn to ride. 
Where, how and from whom? Finally we 
have made an effort to teach young 
people to drive c3rs. After about fifty 
years we have conceded that the auto is 
a part of our scene and added driver 
training to the curriculum of most 
Schools. If handled properly this should 
improve the quality of driving. Who 
teaches the cyclist? Not the schools. 
That may take another fifty years. The 
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also race cycles on a part-time basis. 
Odom may be back for the last TT and 
the final two half-mile races at Ascot 
this year. 

Bob Bailey is facing an operation on 
his dislocated shoulder and Pat Goschis 
at his winter home in Omaha healing 
those two broken arms from the ill- 
fated Sedalia, Mo. fiasco, 

Chris Draayer is well on the road to 
recovery in Salt Lake City and Mert 
Lawwil is up in Boise, Idaho visiting 
and healing the shoulder injury from 
the Carlsbad road races. 

Former cycle champ Joe Leonard had 
a near-miss at the jackpot up at the 
Hanford car races last Sunday. He had a 
big lead with only four laps to go when 
he spun out.

A good rumor has it that an Oklahoma 
oil millionaire who has built and spon- 
sored many cars on the championship 
trail is looking for a good cycle racer to 
be his next driver. Are there any takers?? 

No word on Swede Savage as he was 
not listed on the recent list of finishers 
at the NASCAR late model race in No, 
Carolina, It was a 600-mile event,

Respect For The Machine 


Learning is more than control hand- 
ling. It is recognition and preparation for 
the unexpected hazard, it is driving for 
everyone on the road as wellas yourself, 
it is really knowing the rules of the road. 
But most of all it is respecting the ma- 
chine. This has nothing to do with keep- 
ing it clean. It has a lot to do with 
knowing its capabilities and your own 
and operating within these capabilities. 
You’re not always likely to learn this at 
the corner rental agency where you ac- 
quire an unfamiliar bike to ride off into 
the traffic. A fair number of cyclists 
learn to ride at the corner rental agency 
just the same, It's probably the second 
most usual teacher. 

How about the equipment? Standariza- 
tion of any sort just doesn't exist, This 
s probably a good thing since people 
aren’t standardized either but it isn’t as 
easy to switch from one cycle toanother 
as one car to another. Equipment relia- 
bility, lately the subject of legislation and 
call backs and upgrading in the auto in- 
dustry, has never been really investi- 
gated in the cycle field. Road tests are 
made and performance ratings given for 
а sample of each model, Beyond that 
there is nothing. Word passes from per- 
son to person that this machine holds up 
or that one has problems, but the un- 
initiated enthusiast who approaches the 
market to buy a first cycle has no 
standard and no guidelings except cheer- 
ful advertisements about nice people, girl 
watching and racing trophies,

construction. Likewise, noone knows how 
many motorcycle fatalities are caused by 
a machine that get squirrelly in certain 
situations or suffer parts failures atun- 
expected moments. (One well known 
manufacturer supported the helmet leg- 
islation saying they were tired of their 
customers getting knocked off..) 


How About THEM? 


And then there is everybody else.A 

contest between a few hundred and a few 
thousand pounds is a fixed game. The 
cyclist looks vulnerable out there alone 
on his machine and he is, if there is 
impact, but he has a better chance of 
avoiding the impact than the driver in his 
4000 pounds of armor, 
1‘ This does not, however, eliminate the 
responsibility of auto driver to be aware 
that he shares the road with smaller 
vehicles and to watch for them and con- 
sider their requirements, An important 
part ofdriver training and national 
safety program must be the acceptance 
of the motorcycle as a valid vehicle on 
the public roads. Perhaps instead of re- 
quiring a four-wheel license for motor- 
cycle riders who should also require all 
autoists to learn to ride cycles. It would 
go far toward mutual respect. 


How About US? 


Actually, I don’t suggest any of thisas 
subject for legislation, except the eventu- 
al inclusion of cycle training in the 
driver education program. I do suggest 
that if accident rates continue to rise we 
wil all be the subject for legislation. 
Every cyclist owes it not only to him- 
self, but to every other cyclist as well, 
to ride and teach others to ride com- 
petently. Every manufacturer owes it to 
the other manufacturer to build depend- 
able equipment. Every dealer andrenter 
owes it to the entire trade to see that his 
customers are thoroughly competent on 
the machine they're about to ride. Con- 
'ronted with the American faith (even in 
the face of constant disproof) in laws to 
solve all problems, the cyclist is at a 
crossroad of national acceptance or 
national harassment, A genuine sense of 
responsibility will go far to turn the 
corner,
